In the ordinary con- 
dition of thc Church, Diocesan and Provincial 
Councils, are &mply sufficient for these pur- 
poses, Such Councils bring together all the 
varieties aud contrarieties of mind and cir- 
cumstance, and present ample opportunity for 
that clash of opposing views which is neces- 
cary to the attainment of the general average 
of thought which we very properly term com- 
mon sense, although common sense, as an 
individual possession, 1s the rarest of endow- 
ments. In this last convention especially it 
was beautiful and intercsting to see how, by 
the attrition of debate and free examunation, the 
sharpest angles and the most salient points of 
hostile views were rubbed off until all, with mod- 
erate unanimity, could join ina common expres- 
sion, Ora common action. These benefits in- 
herein the nature ofa Christian Council, and

Twice the two antagonists had met upon 
the ground, or, more properly speaking, once 
upon the ground and once in the wood, for 
the second duel was with rifics, a man hunt, 
and a reciprocal hunt of the game and the 
hunter.

Here is a portrait of Gen. Prim, taken from 
Neue Freie Presse, of Vienna: “Gen. Prim 
wears a common military tunic, with two gold- 
en stars on the collar, and a white Xepi similar 
to that of the Spanish cavalry, witha broad 
gold border. This is all that shows him to be 
aeoldier, When in a civilian’s he gives 
ou the idea of a drawing-room dandy, witha 
obby for riding, hunting and love adventures. 
There is nothing ma about him, no rough- 

ness—not even so'dierly plainness—in 
character; and his manner is not in the sligit- 
eat degree that of a swash-buckler. He is 
slight, well formed, barely above the middie 
hight, and when on horseback looks like any- 
thing but a Mars.

and witnessed in that objective faith, and in 
those essential facts er etre the Constitu- 
tion and Sacraments of the Church, which 
Lave come immediately from God by revela- 
tion. The freedom is unlimited beyond the 
boundaries thus determined, and those 
further restrictions in matters of disci- 
pline and worship which men agree 
upon in the discrect exercise of 
this very liberty. This beantiful combination 
and adjustment of freedom and authority have 
been strongly illustrated in the history of our 
own branch of the ‘Catholic church planted 
here in America. From the beginning of the 
gospel two opposing elements, founded upen 

istinct and strongly marked varieties of hu- 
man character, have been at war in the Church. 
These elements are, individualism and Cathol- 
icism. The first has always intensified it- 
self, and increased its power by party combi- 
nations, generally on the platform of Puritan 
exclusiveness. Its characteristics are, intense 
self-assertion, a burning zeal, and an uncom- 
promising spirit. 

The Catholic element is simply a broad and 
genial love of the truth, held in connection 
with that ordinary phase of human nature 
which is destitute of the above named marked 
and striking characteristics. It has very little 
self-assertion, and hardly cneugh of zeal and 
earnestness. It is therefore continually in- 
clined to yield almost everything but the es- 
eentials of Christianity for the sake of p2ace 
and barmony. Its spirit is eminently a com- 
promising one. 

Individualism made its first demonstratién 
as @ Puritan party, in the form of Judaizing 
exclusiveness in the Apostolic age. This par- 
ty strove carnestly aud with characteristic 
persistence to restrain Christianity within the 
narrow precincts of the Mosaic economy, 
And the New Testament preserves to us the 
startling and instructive fact that 
its ficry zeal and overbearing vehe- 
mence overcame for a time the firmness 
aud mtegrity of St. Peter. Its most remarka- 
ble developments in after years were the Dona- 
tist Schism, the Augustinian theology, Mon- 
asticism in its earlier severity, and thé estab- 
lishment of the Inquisition. Since the eat 
reformation in the West it has taken the form 
of Puritan cxclusiveness in the English church, 
and of Jesuitism and ultra-mont; in the 
churches subject to the Papal au ; 

God intended these two phases of character 
as constituent.eclements of the “human nature 
He came to redeem, to remain er in His 
church, mutually antagonizing, helping, and 
supplementing each other. The bur zeal 
and the hard rigor of the Puritan element must 
needs be softened, moderated, and restrained 
by the genial and tolerant spirit of the Catholic 
element, or it would crush and griad poor 
human nature as between the upper and 
nether millstones; while on the other hand, 
this mild Catholic spirit would accomplish 
very little for Christ and His Church if it 
— not ageing 9 forward and roused to ener- 
getie action e compensating principle. 

Sometimes this individualism,especially when 
stimulated by party combinations,rises to such 
intensity of feeling that it can no longer bear 
the restraints which are imposed upon its 
excesses by the mild but — counteracting 
influence which it meets in the Catholic 
Church, and then it indignantly goes forth 
and starts achurch of its own, after some 
form or other. Yet, aftera few generations, 
you will see in tne body thus form 2d the work- 
ing of those two elements which belong Sto the 
Catholic Church, beeanse they are integral 
} arts of human nature. 

There was a very marked distinction between 
the convention which has just adjourned, and 
those which preceded it in 1862 and in 1865, 
Then the effort of t.e Puritan party was to 
place the Church in the same condition with 
all the religious denominations of the country 
by fustening her with them to the Jugyernant 
car of political excitement. This effort was 
the more earnestly and ogee peak urged be- 
cause it was enforced by the stern demand of 
nearly the whole secular press, and by the ter- 
rorism of enthusiastic popular demonstrations. 
The Catholic element, mild as it is, was too 
strong in principle and ia its conservatism 
to seduced or overawed, and 
the independence and integrity of 
the Kingdom ot God were glonously main- 
tained. 

Other issues claimed the attention of the late 
convention. For some time past the natural 
divergence between two extreme classes in 
the church has become more than usually ex- 
cessive, On one cide there arose a perfect fu- 
rore of morbid affection to fraternize with the 
various Protestant denominations in common 
services and in ecclesiastical fellowship. On the 
other hand, that healthy progress toward a 
jnore solemn and reverent celebration of Di- 
vine service which for a third of a century has 
marked the history of the church both in this 
country andin England, and in which, I am 
happy to say, we of this congregation were for 
several years in advance of our brethren else- 
where, was suddenly exaggerated and deform- 
ed, in a tew instances, by a 
weak imitation of the Romish  cere- 
monial. The clamor excited by these antag- 
onisms was loud, the excitement seemiagly 
intense. Each extreme yehemeatly insisted 
that the other should be put down, or driven 
out, ‘the more advanced Puritans all at once 
discovered that there were ‘ Romanising germs” 
in the Prayer-book, and they imperiously de- 
manded a revision of that loved formulary, 
and the excision of the objectionable features, 
under the threat of going forth and forming a 
¢ of their own, if their démands were 
not complied with. More distinctly they re- 
quired that the extreme ritualists, who, in a 
kindred spirit wi own, were 
out. g the common feeling of 
Charch, should be met and overborne 
by stringent legislation, carrying back 
the ceremonial of the Church to thirty years 
aro. Now, at least, thonght some of the 
friends and all of the enemies of the Episeopal 
Cliureh, the hour of her disruption has come. 
The next Convention will witness her separa- 
tion and her fall. Even the staid and digni- 
fied New York Journal of Commerce has since 
avowed, in a genial notice of the late Conven- 
tion, thatsuch had been the anticipation of its 
conductors. - 

Well, the Convention met. The memorials 
on these’ various subjects were presented and 
referred to the a riate committees. Those 
committees, in the lower House, represented 
all opinions, so far as there were diversities of 
opinion in the Honse itself. From the 
Committee on. Canons, to whom the rit- 
ualistic question had been referred, there 
came @ majority and a minority report. 
But, to the unfeigned astonishment of 
the outside world, both reports coincided 
in ove conclusion—that no legislation was re- 
quired, or would be proper. Both adminis- 
tered a rebuke to the two extreme factions, 
the only difference being in the proportions 
in which that rebuke was distributed. The 
excited and noisy individualism which had 
demanded a revision of the Prayer-boox, and 
threafehed a disruption of the Church, seemed 
to have no ee and no voice in that 
large agsembly. The laymen especially were 
emphatic in their denunciation of any such 
spirit. And here I will take leave to express 
the high gratification with which I witnessed 
the eminent ability and the ardent loyalty to

Five new dio- 
ceses were formed, an Indian episcopate pro- 
vided tor, the federation of dioceses in the 
same State authorized, two missionary bish- 
ope elected, the canons of *‘Intrusion’’ and “of 
the: officta of pal ministers’’ 
were made stronger and plainer, and a much- 
needed canon concerning divorce was passed. 
It provides that no clergyman shali unite 
in marriage divorced persons having a 
husband or wife living, except the innocent 
perty in a suit for divorce on the und 
of aduitery. commission on hymno- 
dy was appointed, and in the mean 
time the use of two English collections— 
‘‘Hymns Ancient and Modern’ aud ‘‘Hymns 
for Church and Home’’—were conditionally 
permitted. A commission on Christian Union 
was appointed, and those upon the Italian 
Reform movement and upon the Russo-Greek 
Charch continued. On the latter snbject a 
great practical advance was maée by the 1 ecog- 
nition of the jurisdiction of the Russo-Greek 
Chureh in Alaska. 

My parting words as the President of the 
House of Deputies express very fairly, I think, 
the spirit of the whole Convention, and for this 
reason I will conclude this survey of our great 
Council by reproducing the greater portion of 
them here. said: 

4s itis not probable that we shall meet again 
in the relation whicb we now hold to each other, 
I ask your indulgence to say afew thiags which 
press upon my heart. 

It is but a reiteration of the common feeling 
and the general expression Of ail who have act- 
tcnded the sessions of this House, to utter my as- 
sured conviction that the extraordinary harmony, 
the cordial courtesy, and the manifestation of 
fraternal aftection which have distinguished the 
deliberations of this body, from it’ commence- 
nent to its close, conld have come, under the 
circumstances in which we have been placed, 
and wit the excliing questions 
which have Deen before us, from no other source 
than the guides and presiding influence of the 
Roly Ghost. this precious gift and grace of 
God jet us render to Him all the praise and grati- 
tnde of which our poor hearts are capable. We 
—— and thankfully take it for an earnest that 
God will continue to be gracious to this branch of 
His church, and deal her, smal? as she Is, to 
exert a blessed Influence in moldingi the charac- 
tcr and shaping the destiny of this new world in 
which our lot is cast. He will control and over- 
rule the agit and @berrations of the day to 
the production of a greater good. These are but 
the signs and even the necessities of a more exu- 
berant life than we have seen before. 

As that life expresses itself in one direction, all 
of us will agree to preserve and maintainall that 
truly tends to produce those two things which 
trod has so emphatically consecrated in His pub- 
lic worship—“Glory and Beauty’’—while we 
ject all that is tawdry, mean and trifling.

The must {mportant and continutag subject for 
cratulation in this Church is the fidelity with 
which we have adhered to the divinely given 
pattern of aChristian Council. Our now extend- 
ed experience in the practical working of this 
divine patterns enables us to say confidently to 
our brethren Ip Engiand and her colonies, who 
are trying to bring their synodlal organization to 
a higher standard, that the lay element in this 
body has at all times been at once progressive 
and eminently conservative; that it isan effectu- 
al preservative against Caste lézisiation, and con- 
tributes largely to the dignity, courtesy, and high 
character of this General Convention. 

The Church, I trust, is rising to a higher esti- 
mation of her powers and capabilities. She is 
awaking to a full apprehension of the principle 
that each of her ministers is not merely a work- 
man himsel{, but the leader and guide of a body 
of working people. The only way in which we 
can fulfil our mission in evangelizing this coun- 
try Is for the laity, under the control and with 
the assistance of their respective ministers, to 
occupy by lay-reading every accessible posttioa 
where the Church may be planted. Each minia- 
ter may thus indefinitely multiply some of the 
functions of his office. 

As the result of this Triennial review o{ her 
state and progress, the Church in this country 
has abundant reason to thank God and take 
se and to go forth with renewed zeal and 
confidence to labor in the blessed work of 
winning souls to Christ. The ministers and 
the members of this congregation have never 
permitted themselv¢s to serve or to be identi- 
tied with any party in the Church. The Church 
herself is our gracious mother, her dwelling 

lace is our house, and our duty and our 
ove will be restrained within no narrower pre- 
cincts. And by the grace of God, as long as 
life lasts, each one of us will continue to say— 


‘For her my tears shall fall; 
For her my prayers ascend; 
To ber my cares and toils be given, 
Till tolls and cares shall end. 
Beyond my highest Joy

PRESIDENTIAL SPOXDTULIX. 
Cppesition to Increasing the Pay of 
the Office. 

{From the New York World, Nov. ~. 
DEMOCRATIC. 

- The Times proposed, soon after General Grant's 
election, and has since persistently advocated, the 
aising of bis salary to $100,990 per annum— 
cuadruple the amount paid to any of his prede_ 
ccseors. In tte last article on the subject, the 
Times says that ite proposal has beer widely ap- 
jroved by the Republican press. As General 
Crent’s friends and sychophants will present al! 
that can be said in favor of this piece of extrava- 
cance, we will state a few of the Objections. 

in the Orst place, then, the time for such an !n- 
crease, even {f it were intrinsieally proper, is 
badly selected. To &iter the salary of a Presiden! 
fm the interval between his election and inaugura- 
tion is Just as objectionable as to alter it during 
bis term, which is strictly forbidden by the Cvn- 
etitution. The constitutional provision ts in these 
words: 

“The President shall, at stated times, reccive 
for his services a compensation which shall 
neither be increased nor diminished during the 
period for which he shall have been elected, and 
he shall not receive during that period any other 
cmolument from the United States nor from any 
of them.”” The obvious purpose of this prohibi- 
tion ts to prevent either Congress oF the State 
Lovernments exerting an umdue influence over 
the mind of the President by creating a sense of 
obligation for favors received. Whenever the 
salary is altered, it should be at a time when it is 
not known what particular individual is to be 
benefited. To raise the salary to enable a par- 
ticular person to receive it, is open to the same 
objection as passing ex post facto laws. Penal 
laws are passed by the legislature without know- 
ing whom tbey will affect, and the courts are re- 
quired to apply them to particular cases without 
being at liberty to accommodate the rule to their 
partialities. There is no other way to present the 
subordination of justice to personal likings or 
antipathies. The same principle applies to the 
regulation of salaries. The amount of compensa- 
tion which is suitable to the duties and dignities 
of a great office, should be determined without 
any bias from .the predilections ‘or favoritism felt 
for any particular incum if the 
salary of the President is too small it should have 
been raised last winter when it was not known 
which party or what individual would receive 
the proat. Nobody can believe that if Andrew 
Jobnson or Horatio Seymour were to be President 
for the next four years, any sueh proposal to 
raise the salary would be made, or, if made, 
could be carried through the present Congress. 
It does not proceed from what is due to _the effice, 
but from sycophancy to General Grant. 

The reasons of the prohibition to alter a Presi- 
dent's salary during his term, apply with greater 
force to a change made inthe interva] between 
his election atd his inductéon into office. In that 
interval, he has all his patronage yet to bestow; 
after be has once distributed the offices, he has 
fewer favors in his gift and less capacity to reward 
those who should procure him as great a compen- 
sation for each year as one of his predecessors re- 
ceived for a whole Presidential term. Every 
member of Congress belonging to the Republican 
party wishes to influence the bestowal of offices, 
and those who are most forward and zealous in 
povring the public money into General Graat’s 
pockets would expect to be the most succesful. 
Whereas, if the new salary were fixed in the 
middle of one term to commence at the beginning 
of another, the President could say to those who 
had procured the increase, “*You did not do this 
to benefit me, and I am therefore under no obii- 
gation to you. Congress fixed the salary without 
* knowing who was to receive it; and the people 
decided to give it to me.”’ If the proposed in- 
crease in fayor of General Grant does not come 
within the constitutional prohibition, it certainly 
comes within the reason of it. 

Aside from this objection, which is conclusive 
and ought to be controlling, there ts another of 
great weight founded on the necessity of 
economy. It would be a very bad beginning, 
where there is a loud call for retrenchment, to 
start General Grant’s administration by increas- 
Ing his salary four-fold. With what force, or 
what moral authority, could he oppose the con- 
— of heavy expenses when such a stream 
of upéxpected wealth was poured from the 
Treasury into his own pockets? How conld he 
be expected to veto schemes Of extravagance, 
when tbe authors of these schemes would very 
likely be the same persons who had procured him 
sixteen years’ compensation forfour years’ ser- 
vice? Such an increase could not stop with the 
salary of the President. There is just as much 
reason for multiplying by four the salary of the 
Vice-President, of the Chief-Justice and the 
Associate Justices, of the members of the Cabinet, 
of the diplomatic service, and the whole vast 
tribe of office-holders. The President's salary ts 
as high in proportion as that of the other officers 
of the government; higher In fact, as he has, 
besides his salary, a furnished mansion free of ex- 
pense, and does not pay the wages of all his 
domestics. Mr. Lincoln saved money out of his 
salary, although the dollar, during a part ot his 
edmizistration, was worth only thirty-seven 
eents, and provisions were scarce by the with- 
drawal of laborers from agriculture and the 
waste and consumption of great armies. if 
General Grant gives us a good administration, his 
salary will be at par long before his term closes; 
and the moderate prices will diminish the ex- 
penses of his hBousekceping. At any rate, hia 
salary, without an increase, will be worth a great 
deal more than Mr. Lincoln’s was, and Congress 
had so little sense that he was underpaid, that 
they refused to do any more for his family than 
was done nearly thirty years ago for General 
Harrison's. 

The only reason given for this proposed syco- 
phantic extravagance ig, that the President ought 
to be enabled to live in more state and splendor, 
and to surround himself with more of the mag- 
nifieence “tbat doth hedge in a king.’’ If the 
Republican party contemp ate establishing a mon- 
archy, it may be necessary to accustom the peo- 
ple in advance to its august forms and ceremo- 
nlals; but if we are to preserve the republic, let 
us retain our republican simplicity. General 
Grant’s singular and meritorious aversion to

Stoves, Mantles, Grates, &c.—An Im- 
mense blishment. 

After all that has been said and written and 
shoved upon the public as facts, in # gruin- 
bling, fault-finding way,of the epparent lack of 

on the part of capitalists, of the 
nearsightedness of the basiness men and City 
Fathers of Lonisyille, we are inclined to be- 
lieve, if not fully convinced by observation, 
that those who grumble most do the least and 
know less about the actual progress of the 
city and the energy and goaheadativeness of 
onr business men than any other class of citi- 
zens. It may be true that the great, innume- 
rable and inexhaustible natural advantages 
which Louisville enjoys with reference to man- 
ufacture and commerce have not been im- 
proved to that exten: which the situation 
would and which the interests 
of the city and of individual cstizens seem to 
demand, but it cannot be said that in every 
respect the opportunitics of developing the 
growth of our city in wealth, population, and 
business importance have been neglected. 
The motto of Louisville is ‘‘Progress,”’ and if 
those who think we are slow and asleep will 
compare the present with the past and take 
the pains to observe for themselves, laying 
aside all prejudice, and tarning a deaf ear to evil 
reports, they will find that the motto has not 
been lost sight of—that Progress is still the 
watch word. 

It will be many years, and even generations 
will come and pass away before the natural re- 
sources of Louisville have been fally devel- 
oped, and before it can be said that there is no 
further room for enterprise on this site for the 
great metropolis of the Southwest, yet 
an encouraging spirit of enterprise is now 
manifested by the people of Lonisville which 
is rapidly bringing the Falls City up to her 
proper position in the list of the great and 
prosperous cities of the Union. 

We have every reason to be encouraged with 
the progress of Louisville and none to gramble- 
This is a fast age; impossibilities and things 
marvelous have passed away. We are an im- 
patient people; we want to rush things and 
accomplish the deed simultaneously with the 
thought, and because many advantages which 
are Offered us lie unimproved, we are apt to 
forget what has been done in contemplating 
what might be donc. 

It is not our purpose, however, to undertake 
an enumeration of the list of enterprises 
which have been established already and have 
made Louisville the great, growing city that 
she is to-day, or to point out the neglected 
opportunitics our authorities and business 
men might have improved and thereby have 
established for our city a more enviable 
reputation than she now enjoys; but, 
having lifted up our eyes and beheld the 
greatness of some of our manufactaring estab- 
lisbments, the bone and muscle of the city, 
the source to which we must look for fature 
greatness, we cannot refrain from telling the 
people what they are slow to learn for them- 
selves—that, so far from being behind Eastern 
cities which have long since made their repu- 
tation, considering our population, we are far 
ahead of them in the number and extent of 
manufacturing enterprises. 

It may smack of “puffing” to single out an 
establishment which is one among the hun- 
dreds in Louisville of which as much could be 
said, and epeak of it by way of illustrating the 
importance of our city, but we cannot accom- 
plish our purpose so well by any other 
means; and, if we do advertise a 
business firm in our effort to benefit 
the city at large, we have the consoling 
reflection that the firm has merited all that can 
be said in its favor, by the public spirit man- 
ifested in building up and cenducting their 
immense establishment. 

We bad occasion a day or two ago to visit 
the Eagle Foundery, corner of Main and Clay 
strects. We meta friend there, incidentally, 


wLich reporters are proverbial, to pry into 
other men’s affairs, led us to suggest a thorough 
inspection of the premises, little thinking of 
the hard task we were imposing upon our 
good natured friend. He yielded, however, 
and assumed the responsibility of serving as 
our guide. Entering by a door near the huge 
furnace in which the iron is melted, our atten- 
tion was first attracted by a stream of liquid 
fire runving from the furnace into the ladles 


in which the molten iron is carri d to the | 


molds. The molds had of course been pre- 
pared earlier in the day and it so happened 
that we entered this department just at the 
hour when ‘“‘pouring-off’ commenced. Now 
the molding-room is a big concern, being 
about 90 by 170 feet, and it was a privilege to 
witness three or four score of men running 
to and fro with their burdens of molten iron, 
the glow of which, the day being cloudy and 
the room dark, afforded ample light to enable 
the operators to see how to perform their 
work. Had the building been on fire and each 
man had believed that the safety of the prop- 
erty depended upon his own exertions, the 
men could not have worked more faithfally 
than they did, and the sight would not have 


been more imposing. The atmosphere in ne 


large room was too cold for comfort when the 
pouring-off commenced, but it was not long 
until it was quite as uncomfortably hot. 

Our friend kindly gave us much information, 
besides what he could learn from observation, 
in reference to the vast improvements which 
had recently beén introduced in this impor- 
tant department of manufacture, particulars 
of which would occupy too much space if 
given at this time. It is sufficient for our pur- 
pose to say that as a result of Jong experience 
and through the management of a foreman 
whose thirty years’ schooling in the business 
has thoroughly qualified him for the important 
position which he holds, the proprietors are 
euabled to compete successfully with any sim- 
ilar establishment outside of Louisville in the 

quantity of work per diem, as well as in the 
quality of the same. We saw castings which, 
by an ingenious process, look more like bur- 
nished silver when taken from the molds than 
like the ordinary cast-iron. A careful ex- 
amination of the 
stoves, and all 
manufactured here, as compared with Easteru 
work, will demonstrate the fact that the work 
is smoother and more substantial than the 
latter. 

Passing from the molding room, we found a 
large space adjoining the building filled with 
pig iron, molds, coal and otherappurtenances, 
the vast quantity of which conveyed a still 
better idea of the greatness of the concern. 

The mantel and grate finishing department 
was next explored, and here we learned some- 
thing of the manner in which the castings are 
surfaced, and prepared for the exquisite enamel 
or marble finish which they receive. We ven- 
ture nothing in asserting that there is no es- 
tablishment in the Westera country, Cinrin- 
nati not excepted, where iron is finished in 
such style. The process of finishing and mar- 
bling mante!s has been regarded a great secret, 
and we would not have intrnded upon the 
workmen in this department but by special in- 
vitation of the foreman, who assured us that 
we were welcome to learn all we could from 
watching the process. To give the grates and 
mantels the high polish which is proof against 
heat requires much time and labor. They are 
firet polished by hand—a tedious and laborious 
process, which cannot be substituted by ma- 
chinery—and, after receiving the first coat of 
enamel, are baked to a white heat in a fur- 
nace, after which the rubbing and varnishing 
and baking process is repeated a number of 
times until the enamel attains the hardness of 
steel and the smoothness of glass. 

In the imitation of beautiful marbie great 
improvements have recently been made. The 
marbleizing was formerly done by hand with 
an ordinary paint brush or pencil, whereas it is 
now done to perfection by a chemical process, 
distributing the colors upon walls and then 
transferring them to the surface of the metal 
by dipping the mantel in the water. The 
marbleizing by this process is far more perfect, 
and is warranted more durable than that done 
by hand. There is no specimen of grained 
marble which cannot be perfectly imitated by 
this process if the chemicals are properly pre- 
pared. The varictics shown us in this estab- 
lishment convince us that the proprietors have 
secured the services of one who thoroughly 
understands the work and can rival nature 
in the production of variety and pleasing 


distripution of exquisite colors. The discovery. 


of this scientific process bas not only secured 
the faulticss imitation of marble, but supplics 
a want for one-sixth of the cost of, and more 
durable than the genuine article. 

Something new has recently been introduce 1 
by this firm, in the way of bronzed grates, fen- 
ders, etc., which enables them to dispense 
with the annual purchase of thousands of dol. 
lars’ worth of bronzed work of an inferior arti- 
cle in the East. They can now sell the most 
handsome bronzed work at fifty per cent. less 
than Eastern work ofthe same class, and 
they invite comparison with Eastern work 
with the assurance that any one with half an 
eye will pronoance judgment in their 
favor. Until this visit we had sup- 
pose] that such work was not 
attempted west of New York, and with the 
exc@ption of this single establishment, we 
were correct, and even here we learn that it 
is only a few months since it was undertaken. 
The specimens of this beautiful work which 
we saw surpasses any thing we haye ever 
seen. Asan evidence of the fact that we are

ahead of our rival city iu this pariicular, it will 
not be amiss to say that Capt. Sam Hale or- 
dered last week a shipment of these» bronzed 
grates for his new residence iu Cincinnati. 

We also witnessed the interesting process 
of silver-plating and burnishing, a style of 
work which has been recently introduced in 
thie city by the enterprising proprietors of 
this establishment, and is extensively carried 
on by them as successfully as it can be done in 
New York. 

We have left but little space in which togive 
further particulars of this complete establish- 
ment. Stffice it to say that the main build- 
ing is four stories high, 120 feet front on Main 
street, and the premises are 236 feet on Main 
by 200 feet on Clay, and that every nook and 
corner is occupied with finished work, ma- 
terials and workmen. The stoves manufac- 
tured and stored in the building embrace onc 
hundred and fifty different patterns, and an 
average of sixty stoves are molded, finisted 
and adjusted per day.

ST. CECELIA’S DAY. 


The Patron Saint of Music—A Portion 
of Gounod’s Service in Her Honor 
to Be Given Teo-Day at Christ 
‘Church. 

This is the day marked in the calendar as the 
nativity of the patroness of music and song. 
Although not held as one of the festival days 
in the Church, yet in Europe it is generally 
celebrated by musicians with grand musical 
display, espevially if it happens to come on 
Sunday, as at this time. The legend of St. 
Cecelia is one of the most beautiful of the old 
Church. We give a brief extract from Mrs. 
Jameson’s ‘Sacred and Legendary Art:"’ 

“St. Cecilia, virgin martyr, was a noble Ro- 
man lady, who lived in the time of the Empe- 
ror Alexander Severus. By her parents, she 
was brought.up in that Christian faith which 
they secretly professed, and she was noted for 
her carly piety and her contempt for all the

immense concern, and the ixclination. for | celled in music and composed hymns, which 
’ ’ 


she supg with such sweetness that the angels 
came to listen. She played on all instruments, 
but none sufficed to breathe forth that flood 
of harmony with which her soul was filled; 
consequently, she invented the organ and con- 
secrated it to the service* of God. 
When she was but sixteen, her parents be- 
trothed hertoa noble young. Roman named 
Vae ian, whom she converted to the Christiin 
fuith. They were commanded to desist from 
the practice of Christian charity by a wicked 
prefect, Almachius, who put them both to 
death for refusing to join in the sacrifice to 
Jupiter. The house in which she was martyred 
was consecrated as a chapel, and though once 
destroyed, still the place is marked by the 
church of St. Cecelia in Trastevere.’’ St. Ce- 
(@ ia, both as patroners of music and as martyr, 
has been an inexlaustible subject for medieval 
art, and there is scarcely one of the masters of 
the Italian schools who has not painted au 
allegorical picture of her. The legend has also 
been a theme for poets. Old Chaucer gives a 
quaint story of her life in the Canterbury 
Tales, and Dryden wrote afine ode to St. 
Cecelia. M. Gounod has named his cclebrated 
service in honorof her. Mr. Peters having 
transcribed this beautiful composition for the 


‘service of the Episcopal Church, with his

PORTRAIT PAINTING. 


The Studio of a Master in Louisville. 
Not long since we alluded briefly to the fact 
that Mr. Wm. B. Cooper, the celebrated por- 
trait painter, had taken up his residence in 
Louisville. This valuable acquisition to our 
city merits no common-place remark. Mr 
Cooper is assuredly without a rival in his art 
specialty in the Southwest, and has but few 
equals in the country. Aside from the exce)- 
lence of his portraitures, he is an object of per- 
ronal interest. Heisa native of Tennessce, 
having first seen the light of existence in Smith 
county in that State in 1811. Cousequently, 
he is in his fifty-seventh year, and 
with one exception (his brother, Washington 
Cooper), the oldest painter in the South, and 
Le and his brother, who is some nine years his 
semor, are perhaps the two oldest followers of 
the artin America. Both were endowed by 
nature with an intuitive taste and skill for 
painting, and it is no wonder that cultivation 
has rendered them such perfect masters of the 
brush. The eldest, Washington Cooper, ar- 
rived at fair maturity in the art at the age of 
twenty-five years, and has prosecuted his 
studies and steadily perfected his talent for at 
least two-seore years. He soon acquired a 
high reputation for correct likenesses, the very 
fundamental principle of the divine 
art, and he has maintained and enhanced that 
fame to an unusual degree. Specimens of his 
genius adorn the homes of hundreds of the 
first families in the South, and everywher 
they are treasured as sacred and priceless 
things. He is still engaged at the easel tn 
Nashville, and, we are told, enters into the 
work with all the ardor and devotion of his 
earlier days. But we intended more particu- 
larly te introduce Mr. W. B. Cooper. Forsome 
time in his “bright young manhood”’ he was a 
stud@nt under his brother, but ambitious to 
make especdier advances and to avail him- 
self of all the varied lessons taught in 
the art world, Mr. Cooper parted from lis 
brother and matriculated inthe New York 
Academy of Design, where he spent one year 
and derived many advantages. Led on by a 
still higher ambition he sailed for Europe in 
1841, and passed several years in the acade- 
emies of art in Paris, Rome and Florence. It is 
needless to say that, during his European 
studics, he finished himself in all that pertains 
to his branch of the limner’s art. On his re- 
turn from the land of the masters, he located 
in St. Louis for a year, and removed thence to 
Washington City, where he lived three years. 
ln both cities he painted many of the leading 
men and their families, and  estab- 
lished a character that endeared 
him to all as a man and an artist. From 
Washington he went back to Tennessee, and 
settled in Nashville, near the scene of his 
birth and inspiration and early struggles for a 
place among the children of genius. He re- 
turned with riper powers and truer inspira- 
tion, and. soon he was the justly favorite 
painter of his native South-land, and has so 
continued. Among the countless portraits he 


has executed in Nashville and vicinity, the 


most noteworthy are those of Governor Har- 
ris, Governor Aaron V. Brown, Governor (now 
President) Johnson, Mrs. James K. Polk—all 
from lfe—and ex-President James K. Polk, 
from a photograph.

A CURIOUS CASE. 


Swearing a go ry Life Away in the 
City Court. 


The case of Augustus Fago, charged with 
raping Eliza Richardson, a little girl eleven 
ycars of age, which bas several times been con” 
tinued in the City Court since the arrest of the 
defendant, came up for hearing yesterday 
morning before Judge Craig. The extraordi- 
nary nature of the charge, and the circum- 
stances connected with it, had awakened a 
good deal of interest as to the result, and there 
was a full audience to take in the disgustiag 
details as the testimony developed them. 

The girl and her mother, Mary Jane Rich- 
ardson, were the only witnesses examined. 
The wife of Fago sat by his side throughout 
the hearing of the case,and watched closely 
ell that passed. It was really a trial for life, as 
the penalty for the crime charged is death,and 
Fago, too, by the workings of his countenance, 
seemed to forget his disgrace in the danger 
that hung overhim. He wasa middle-aged 
man, not over intelligent in appearance, and 
extremely seedy in dress. 

The girl, Eliza Richardson, was rather small 
for one of her age. Her features were remark- 
ably small; her hair a light brown, and very 
straight, while her eyes seemed to be of a dark 
gray, not without sumething of an expression 
of shrewdness. She seemed by no means 
backward in giving her testimony, though con- 
fronted and closcly questioned by the Sudge 
and the attorncys—a position which would 
have very much abashed an ordinary child. 

The attorneys for the defense, upon the 
swearing of Mrs. Richardson as a witness, as- 
serted that her testimony ought not to be 
taken, as it could be proven that in the divorce 
ease of Fritch vs. Fritch, in the Chancery 
Court, she had made two depositions, one of 
which she had signed with the name Richard- 
son, and the other with the name Johnson. 

Mrs. Richardson testified that she had known 
nothing of what Fago was charged with until 
he himself had told her. A little over a week 
ago he had come to her house and asked her 
how Eliza, her little girl, was doing. She had 
replied that she was making great progress at 
the St. Xavier school. Fago thensaid, ‘‘I love 
that child better than my life, and in two years 
from now she shall be my wife.’ To this she 
had replied, that Eliza could be no man’s wife 
at that age. Then he had said he would tell 
her something if she would not get mad. ;8he 
had promised not to be angry, and he had then 
told her of his unlawful intimacy with her 
child? No third party bad been present at 
this interview. 

Eliza Richardson, the girl, then testified 
that herage would be twelve on the 11th day 
of March next. The offense had been com- 
mitted while her mother and herself lived in a 
bouse occupied by Fago; tbat he had enticed 
her to his room and accomplished his purpose; 
that she had been to his rooma number of 
times, and that the crime had every time been 
repeated; that he had threatened to kill her 
should she speak of what hadoccurred; that 
the first offense had been committed a year 
ago last fall. 

The statement of the girl was straightfor- 
ward, and so minute in every particular aa to 
leave little hope for the defendant, and there 
was nothing now but a physician’s statement 
that could save bim, and this statement might 
coafirm the story of the girl. 

Just at this moment the Commonwealth's 
Attorney arose and said that the girl Eliza 
Richardson had been subjected to a thorough 
medical exam'nation, and that in the result of 
that examination there had been nothing 
whatever to indicate the truth of the charges 
against Fago. This put another face on af- 
fairs, and a prosecuting attorney said some- 
thing to the Commonwealth's Attorney in- 
dicating that that gentleman had 
gone over to the defense of the case. 

The Commonwealth's Attorney remarked 
that he had felt it his duty, especially as the 
life of the defendant was at stake, to make 
known whatever might appear favorable to the 
prisoner. 

The prosecution then asked that the pris- 
oner be bound over on a charge of attempted 
rape, and Fago was.thereupon recognized in 
his own bond of $300 for his appearance before 
the Circuit Court, and so the case went out of 
the City Court.

THE LOUISIANA LEVEES. 


An Immense Work to be Done on 
Them. 


{From the New Orleans Picayune, lith.!} 

The members of the Board of Public Works} 
(Levee Commissioners), who left our city Friday, 
the 6th inat.,on board the steamer Ella Morse, 
for the purpose of ascertaining the condition of 
the State levees as far up as the Arkansas line, re- 
turned on Saterday evening last. Besides the 
members of the Board there were present on the 
excursion Gen. Jeff. Thompson and Major J. D. 
Van Pelt, Chief Engineers of the Board. 

Col. 8 L. James, & well-known engtneer of our 
city, was among the invited guests. A survey of 
the lower line of levees, from the city tothe 
mouth of Red river, was made under the guid- 
ance of Major Van Pelt, while those embraced be- 
tween Red river and the Arkansas line were re- 
viewed with the assistance of Gen. Jeff. Thomp- 
gon. Notes of the condition of the levees were 
freely taken, so as to enable the engineers to 
make e*timates not only for temporary repairs, 
put alsé for the erection of permanent works. 

Propésals forthe building of Grand Levee, we 
understand, will shortly be advertised for by the 
Board. 

The following are the levees between the 
Arkansas line and the mouth of Red river, which 
will haYe to be repaired or rebuilt. 

Ashton levee, Arkansas line; Elton levee, 
Arlington levec, Lake Providence; Bass levee, 
Savage levee, Hawse Harris, Milliken’s Bend, and 
Morancy levees, Duckport levee, Young’s Point 
levee, Delta levee, Diamond Island leyee, Point 
Pleasant levee, Wilson’s levee, Brown's levee, 
Disharon’s levee, Bondurant and Bowle’s levee, 
Gillespie’s levee, St. Joseph levee, Kempe’s levee, 
Waterproof levee, Marengo levee, Glasscock’s 
levee, and Union Point levee. 

Of these levees those which will necessarily re- 
quire large appropriations are the Ashton, Hawse 
Harris, Millikens Bend, and Morancy, Diamond 
island, Bondurant and Bowle’s and Kempe’s. 

The principal outlay below Red river will be 
forthe Grand Levee. The enginees wilili soon 
make adetailed report to the Board accompanied 
with maps and specifications of the work to be 
accomplished. In the mean finie the Board are 
reported as looking anxlously for news from New 
York, where, it is supposed, nego‘iations are be- 
ing carried on for the sale of levee bonds, the 
proceeds of which sale, it is announced, are to be 
applied to the repairing and rebuilding of our State 
iC@VCCcs.

on the contrary they do littl damage 
until they Come forth with the maturity of years, 
and then their'work of destruction is as resist- 
less asthe force of an earthquake. Just now 
there is widespread disturbance in business 
affairs. The problems propounded are not to be 
solved by consulting current records, and tn this 
connection we notice that a pamphlet has re- 
cently been published by Mr. Leroy a ay: a 

entitled “Contemporary Ware,” 
showing the enormous cost, in life and treasure, 
of the wars of Christendom during a period of 
thirteen years, commencing with 1863. 

The following table exhibite at a glance the 
author’s estimate of the fearful destruction of 
life and property caused by these wars. 

The first column gives the estimated number of 
men killed on the battie-fleld, or whe died of 
wounds or of sickness in hospital, and the second 
columap the estimated money cost, in francs, of the 
vartous wars.

in the several branches of industry and trade. 
Taking tnto account the destruction of all these 
wealth-producers, whose labor is lost to the world 
forever, the political economist drops his pen in 
despair and confesses his inability to estimate the 
loss of wealth, to this and future ages, ee 
in this tre mendous sacrifice of human 

The figures given inthe table we have con- 
structed represent only the immediate expenses 
of the wars enumerated, and as faras we can 
judge, are rather under than over estimated.

THE GRAIN TRADE IN CuICAGO.—Chicago has an 
undoubted right to feel proud of her progress, 
her wealth, enterprise, and trade, but there are 
some things which detract immensely from her 
reputation. Her “rings’’ and ‘“‘corners’’ have 
given her an unenviable notoriety, The Chicago 
grain trade is as dangerous to enter as the Wall- 
street stock board or gold market. The latest 
feature of the grain trade is a case, wherein, says

it appears thatan Iowan telegraphed toa com- 
mission Orm here, known as Hall & Pope, to sell 
10.000 bushels of wheat which they held for him. 
The telewram, sent on Saturday, reached here on 
Monday, whereupon the defendants proceeded to 
sell the wheat; and, when the plaintiff came on 
that evening, he was ass that the wheat had 
been sold on Saturday. In the meantime, there

Th substance, the oflense Of the defendants ts, 
that they sold the wheat on Monday for a certain 
price, and reported the sale to plaintiff at the re- 
duced price of the Saturday before.
